The mob bearing of a loEbiwi couple in Aus- 
tin, wtncli police are calling a hate crime, has 
gay rights groups calling for greater attention 
to what they say are routine acts of violence 
and discrimination against members of the 
LGBT community 

“We see cases like this all the time, all over 
the city and all over the state,” said Rick 
Garcia, policy director at The Civil Rights 
Agenda. “It shows that animosity toward les- 
bian and gay people is just below the surface. 
We think we’ve made such big gains, but right 
below the surface we see this animosity and 
violence.” 

The women were beaten Saturday clutch- 
ing each other as they were pinned against a 
car by about io men who taunted them for be- 
ing gay and took turns punching and kicking 
them on the dark street, one of the victims 
said.

Evan Dollard has two jobs: one as a brand am- 
bassador for Quest Nutrition, the other as a 
ninja. 

Dollard, a Fox River Grove native, has been 
a competitor on the TV series ‘American 
Ninja Warrior” for three seasons after he won 
the reboot of NBC’s ‘American 
Gladiators” in 2008. ‘ANW’ 
airs Sundays and Tuesdays on 
G4 Network and Mondays 
on NBC. 

Dollard isn’t competing 
this season, though he’s far 
from bummed. Instead, the 
Columbia College grad is fulfill- 
ing a lifelong dream of performing 
on camera. Dollard hosts G4’s “Well-Trained 
Warrior,” a Web series that focuses on the 
muscle groups and workouts involved in tack- 
ling different obstacles. 

RedEye chatted with the 31-year-old about 
high school, his disdain for shirts and his hi- 
larious audition video. 


How do you explain what you do with 
“American Ninja Warrior”? 

The No. 1 question I get is, “It’s MMA?” 

They think I’m a fighter. And I’m just not. 
That’s not my style. I’ve never been one to try 
to get my skull cracked or bust anyone else’s 
face open. So after I clear that up, I say it’s a 
series of ridiculous obstacles. Then they’ll 
compare it to “Wipeout.” And I tell 
them, “No, it’s the athletic version.” 

Do you have a favorite obstacle? 

I like obstacles that require upper- 
body strength. I worked as a rock- 
climbing instructor in Chicago while 
in college. I developed pretty significant 
upper-body strength. ... So I would say the 
salmon ladder. ... You do pull-ups while tak- 
ing the bar with you up 12 inches between 
each rung of this ladder. Then, well, hmm— 
let’s just say you’re not leaping from these 
giant bouncy balls, getting thrown into water, 
then getting hit in the face with a pie like you 
would on “Wipeout.” 


So why aren’t you competing this year? 

When I said yes {to host the Web series}, 
the guys at G4 said here’s the catch: “You’d 
be employed by us, which would make you 
ineligible to compete.” And I was like, “No! 
Come on!” But, again, there’s only so much 
longevity in being a ninja. Plus, I’ve always 
wanted to be on camera. So I had to hang up 
my shorts. I’d say my wardrobe, but I don’t 
wear shirts. 

Where did you get the idea for the audition 
video? 

I wanted to showcase my personality. Per- 
forming is my passion. I decided to let them 
in on that side of me this time. And it’s true. 
I just don’t like shirts. 

What’s the strangest place you’ve been 
shirtless? 

[Long laugh, longer pause} I went snow- 
boarding up at Grand Geneva. I decided I 
needed to do a shirtless run. And this was in 
high school? I think. So I left my snow pants 


on and handed everything else to my buddy 
in the middle of winter just ’cause. 

If I asked your high school friends if they 
thought you’d be capable of all this, what 
would they say? 

It depends who you ask. I worked at a sum- 
mer camp in high school. At camp they have 
all these crazy events ... like giant games of 
tag, all that stuff. And I would crush those 
events. But anyone from high school, maybe 
not. I remember one year, the star of the 
basketball team pulled me aside and said, 
“Evan, you’re a great athlete, but you’re just 
not a good basketball player.” 

What would you say to Mr. Basketball Star 
today? 

That would be a hilarious conversation. 

He was right. Can’t fault him there. But it 
would be nice to face off on the ‘American 
Ninja Warrior” course.

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Charlie Hunnam finally finds 
the perfect role in epic ‘Pacific Rim’

It’s not that “Pacific Rim” star Charlie Hunnam hasn’t had a chance at 
a breakout movie role. The English actor was nearly cast as Thor and 
turned down Russell Brand’s part in “Forgetting Sarah Marshall,” which 
Jason Segel originally wrote for Hunnam. 

Yet only now, in Guillermo del Toro’s fantastic monsters-versus- 
robots epic “Pacific Rim,” has he found a big part that synced up with 
the interests of both the filmmaker and Hunnam, who always “had a 
really, really specific idea of the type of work that I wanted to do.” 

In the film, opening Friday, the 33-year-old actor plays Raleigh, a for- 
mer pilot pulled out of retirement in 2025. He’s needed to command 
one of the remaining Jaegers— giant, mechanical robots that people 
created to defend the planet against massive monsters known as 
“Kaijus” that have destroyed cities worldwide for more than a 
decade. 

Hunnam, best known for the TV series “Sons of 
Anarchy” and Judd Apatow’s cult favorite “Undeclared,” 
talked by phone from San Francisco about preparing for 
monstrous battle, the most “brutal” experience of his life 
and his advice for the (apparently) approaching apocalypse. 


To play an ex-boxer 
in “Deadfall” you 
trained like a boxer. 
For “Pacific Rim/' what 
monsters did you fight 
to prepare? 

{Faughs.} You know, I just 
argued with my girlfriend 
a little bit. That was enough. 
{Faughs.} She’ll kill me for saying 
that. It took a lot of training for 
this film. I had to train for the actual 
replication of what it would be like 
to pilot one of these machines. There 
were a couple of really in-depth fights 
that I did, too. A martial arts fight 
and a hand bow— a stick-fighting 
sequence. It was a lot of training. 

When someone argues with their sig- 
nificant other, how often does that 
seem to them like they’re battling 
with a giant monster? 

It depends how formidable their 
significant other is. Mine is pretty 
formidable. {Faughs.} I don’t know if 


I would rank her quite as Kaiju-esque, 
but she’s maybe a baby Kaiju. 

How do you prepare to have 250 gal- 
lons of water dumped on you every 
minute for a week? 

I thought I was prepared. I just did a 
lot of physical training and a little bit 
of meditating and really trying to get 
my mental and physical strength to 
as strong as it could be. ... All these 
guys that consider themselves such 
tough dudes were all crying like little 
girls about how brutal the {control} 
pod was. And I thought, “Tou know 
what? I’m going to show them how a 
real man handles a situation like this.” 
By the end of the third day I too was 
crying like a girl. But I was in there 
for 27 days. 

All joking aside, it actually was the 
most brutal, physical experience of my 
life. We were essentially on an ellipti- 
cal machine at high resistance for ... 
seven hours and then a half-hour 
lunch and then another seven hours. I 
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had to really dig deep and take all of my 
strength to find some kind of calm place. 
Otherwise, I felt like I was going to lose 
my mind in there. 

In the movie, the year 2020 is Year 7 of 
the war, so I think we better start get- 
ting prepared. 

One way or another, we better get pre- 
pared. The Kaiju are a beautiful allegory 
for what we’re actually facing. {The film 
is] a big, spectacular action romp, but 
at the center of it is a really beautiful 
human story It’s about people facing 
potentially the impending apocalypse 
and putting their petty differences aside 
and coming together to try to figure out 
a solution. I think that’s a really nice, 
potent message because I am one of the 
people out there that truly believe{s] 
that the apocalypse is nigh. With the 
population spinning out of control and 
global warming and the myriad of prob- 
lems that we’re facing as mankind, we 
better drop our petty differences pretty 
quick and figure out how we’re going to 
deal with this. 

When you say “nigh," is that like two 
weeks? Six months? I just want to mark 
my calendar. 

I think we’re going to be in the next 
5° -75 years dealing with some seriously, 
seriously big problems. But, you know, 


party on for the next 20 years. [Laughs.] 

Will that be from a human incident or 
monster attack? 

I think human incident, but I’m not rul- 
ing anything out. 

How would Jax from “Sons of Anarchy” 
handle battling the Kaiju? 

I think Jax Teller would wreak havoc 
with the Kaiju. I think he would do just 
fine strapped into a Jaeger. Maybe with 
Opie as his co-pilot. They would go and 
kick some serious [Kaiju] ass. 

You talked about not being considered 
for tough roles early in your career. 
Now, how much trouble do you think 
you’d have being considered for non- 
tough roles, since you’re obviously such 
a badass? 

That’s good. It’s funny; I grew up so 
rough and tumble and fighting and 
playing rugby and stuff, and then I got 
to Hollywood and everybody wanted 
me to play these pretty-boy roles. In the 


beginning of one’s career, you just have 
to do the work that you can get to estab- 
lish yourself to a certain degree. I was 
always choosy but you have to take the 
opportunities that are presented. I got 
to the point where I felt like I have to 
break out of this, and I got some badass 
in me that I have to let out. Now I seem 
to have been playing a string of badasses. 

It’s funny; I’m going to go and do an- 
other movie with Guillermo this spring. 
It came out of knowing Guillermo and 
him seeing all of my different sides as a 
human being. I’m going to play for the 
first time in my career this quiet, stolid, 
contained, learned man who doesn’t get 
the girl, opposite Benedict Cumber- 
batch’s swashbuckling ladies’ man. So 
I’m really excited about that. 

After seeing how “Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall” turned out, did you have any 
regrets? 

No. You know what? I did have some 
regrets. Because after that period, after 
I turned that down, I still had another 
whole year of complete unemployment. 
They went off and made this movie and 
had a wonderful experience and every- 
one got paid a lot of money They had 
offered me a [bleep]-load of money that 
would have been life-changing for me at 
that point, but I just couldn’t do it.

Forget ‘Avatar,” a movie with 
supposedly mind-blowing 
visuals that looked cool for 
awhile but, because James 
Cameron offered nothing 
else, I thought, “This is 
pretty. And pretty bad.” 

Want to see a wonder that 
makes your eyes pop and jaw 
drop? Director/co-writer 
Guillermo del Toro’s “Pacific 
Rim” is that rare beast, a 
movie that demands you get 
out of the house and see it 
on the biggest screen pos- 
sible. Sure, del Toro (“Pan’s 
Labyrinth”) could have titled 
his Japanese-inspired action 
blowout “Monsters vs. Ro- 
bots”— thanks for not doing 
that, Guillermo— but the beautiful grotesqueness 
of movie magic trumps any sense of commercially 
driven familiarity I love the city-destroying beings 
of “Pacific Rim,” which makes “Real Steel” look like 
a scale model. 

In 2020, Earth is in Year 7 of its war with the 
“Kaijus,” or giant beasts that come from another 
dimension and enter through a portal in the ocean. 
(Which means that sometime this year ... uh oh.) 
Raleigh (Charlie Hunnam of “Sons of Anarchy”) and 
his brother are star pilots of jaegers, the enormous 
metallic hunters that world leaders determined, after 
failed efforts with tanks and missiles, were the smart- 
est weapon against creatures that, in a lesser film, 
would be dubbed Sharknoceros and Lobstersaurus. 

A battle goes south, and it’s not until five years 
later that the program’s leader (Idris Elba) lures 
Raleigh back to a program in danger of cancellation. 
The monsters have evolved, and the jaegers and their 
pilots die faster than engineers can build them. 

It’s not often that movies deliver the wow factor 
of a “Jurassic Park,” but in its peak moments of gi- 
normous epicness, “Pacific Rim” does it. The words 
“hell yeah” actually went through my head. 

The dialogue gets clunky, and as the plot sets up 
it’s easy to mutter, “Get to the monsters.” But the 
pleasures aren’t all in the massive crunch of lizard-y 
aliens and mega-Megatrons. Charlie Day is hilarious 
as an excitable research expert who’s a borderline 
Kaiju groupie, and Hunnam and Rinko Kikuchi (as 
an employee who really wants to be a pilot) gener- 
ate some nice moments involving old memories and 
new bonds. 

In “Pacific Rim,” jaegers are only as good as their 
pilots, and a summer movie season isn’t much with- 
out one example of humongous, killer entertain- 
ment. Thrilled that it’s here.

the judgmental, one-man Greek chorus his 
own legitimate comeuppance. 

Not surprisingly, that’s not in the cards 
here. Garlin creates some funny moments 
(like people who see real life as a game of 
shirts and skins), and his imagined 
conversations with his late father 
(Timothy Olyphant) register as 
one of many reasons Max was 
happier as a kid. 

It’s fair to consider how 
people’s personal lives affect 
their public behavior, but even 
when I laughed at “Idiots” I still 
found the film annoying and smug, 
not to mention creepily objectifying of the 
hot nanny (Hope Dworaczyk) that Max ogles 
at the games but gives no chance to develop 
as a person. Max also embarrasses a foreigner 
who has never before seen a baseball game. 

Max proves to be no smarter or better than 
those around him, but he’s too busy huffing 
and puffing and chuckling to notice he sub- 
scribes to the hypocrisy he condemns. That’s 
not the point of the movie; it’s the problem. 
Hey pot? It’s the kettle, and it’s for you.

“Marijuana leads to 
homosexuality and 
therefore to AIDS.” 

Boy perceptions 
of drugs (and the 
gay community and 
disease) have changed 
a lot since President 
Reagan’s drug czar made that claim in the 
1980s. Actually they haven’t come that far. In 
his documentary “How to Make Money Sell- 
ing Drugs,” Chicago native director Matthew 
Cooke becomes the latest filmmaker to show 
how financial incentives and inherent racial 
bias fuel a drug war that crowds prisons and 
devastates families but makes limited societal 
progress. 

Eugene Jarecki’s “The House I Live In” 
more thoroughly deconstructed the issue, 
and Cooke duplicates Jarecki’s work by in- 
terviewing “The Wire” creator/former police 
reporter David Simon and Russell Simmons, 
who was an executive producer on “The 
House I Live In.” (“How to Make Money” 
is less impressively executive produced by 
“Entourage” star Adrian Grenier.) 

Cooke does, however, have something use- 
ful to add to the debate. 

Some of the doc’s most sobering content 
depicts the regularity of SWAT raids — and 
how often these go wrong. That’s not to say 
“The criminal inside fights back and people 
get hurt.” It’s more like, “It’s the wrong 
house, and an innocent 92-year-old woman 
dies.” Law enforcement’s belief in using peo- 
ple arrested for possession as pawns in a sting 
crumbles with a story about a 22-year-old col-

lege girl killed during a dangerous attempted 
sting. It’s also fascinating to hear how ex-cop 
Barry Cooper made a fortune on a video se- 
ries about how not to get busted and worked 
to expose corruption in the force. 

Though it’s not necessarily illuminating to 
hear that people have attempted to smuggle 
drugs in prosthetic legs and kidney beans, 
those are memorable anecdotes all the same. 

Cooke shouldn’t have framed his doc, 
which features interviews with 50 Cent, 
Eminem and drug-law reform activist Susan 
Sarandon, as a cutesy lesson that alternates 
between self-help book and underground 
video game. He’s working toward change, 
and a sarcastic tone probably isn’t a step in 
the right direction there. The film also opens 
with too much useless chatter: We don’t 
need someone to explain why some people 
become dealers and some want to steal drugs 
from them. The economics of illegal activi- 
ties are clear to most, whether they’ve been 
around that world or not. 

While changing laws is easier said than 
done and Cooke’s film doesn’t include recent 
changes regarding legalization in Washington 
and Colorado, “How to Make Money” show- 
cases the hypocrisy that drives a situation 
where politically driven emotion typically 
trumps common sense. Or are you the one 
person who thinks all politicians are driven 
only by good reason?

The doc, however, contains a lot of strong 
insights and anecdotes about the unheralded 
sideline artists who probably would love to 
just be, to paraphrase ‘Almost Famous,” the 
blurry men and women in the background 
of the photo. Usually, backup singers get no 
recognition and aren’t in the photo at all. 
Mick Jagger may select Merry Clayton to 
sing on “Gimme Shelter” and love having Lisa 
Fischer as a lead background vocalist, but

raise your hand now if you’ve ever previously 
heard of Merry Clayton or Lisa Fischer. 

Fantastic music fills “Twenty Feet From 
Stardom.” It’s a testament to all the under-ap- 
preciated talent out there to learn more about 
people like the Waters family and Darlene 
Love, a Rock and Roll Hall of Fame inductee 
who virtually personifies the notion of a big, 
star-quality voice that spent years behind the 
scenes. Director Morgan Neville neglects to 
question why Phil Spector pushed Love aside 
in the ’60s by recording her voice and calling 
it the Crystals, a band she was not in. 

Neville also raises race-related questions 
he doesn’t explore. Stevie Wonder notes 
that backup singers were white at first, until 




artists wanted vocalists with more passion 
who wouldn’t just be confined to paper. It’s an 
over-generalization to treat whites as uptight 
and blacks as soulful, and there have been 
plenty of singers who arguably sound differ- 
ent than they look. 

Some of the backups featured in “Stardom” 
tried to be stars and failed. Others prefer to 
stay out of the limelight. In many ways, the 
notion of stardom seems arbitrary yet also a 
reflection of ambition more than talent. 


A well-executed doc, “Twenty Feet” 
salutes songs that wouldn’t work without the 
backups and, in effect, turn us all into backup 
singers. The film doesn’t mention that Judith 
Hill, a backup who earned attention for 
her performance at a memorial for Michael 
Jackson, appeared on “The Voice” in 2013 in 
her continued attempt to make a name for 
herself. The effects of her success on that 
show will be seen in time, something far 
more forgiving than the music industry

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Pathetic, crass, awful 


You know what? No. 

I won’t list a lot of 
the jokes in “Grown 
Ups 2” because 
pathetic cracks about 
Chia pets and “Droo- 
lio Iglesias” speak 
for themselves. I 
won’t describe all the 
ways the characters 
mock unattractive 
women and objectify 
beauties while sug- 
gesting it’s normal 
to fear your wife. 

And I’m not having another online debate 
with a reader who insists lazy misogynistic, 
pointless Adam Sandler movies epitomize in- 
nocent, stupid fun. Stupid is fine; to mistake 
crass and hateful for laid-back entertainment 
is its own, vile brand of dumb. 

The entitled-celebs-hanging-out-and- 
vaguely-calling-it-a-story in 2010’s “Grown 
Ups” was a movie like toddlers in a sandbox 
is a political summit. I don’t know why char- 
acters played by Sandler (who “co-wrote” the 
“script”), Kevin James, Chris Rock and David 
Spade no longer see or mention their lifelong 
friend played by Rob Schneider in the 
blatantly unnecessary “Grown Ups 2,” but it 
might be the best career decision Schneider’s 
ever made. Perhaps even he has a limit re- 
garding films that feature two incidents of a 


deer peeing in someone’s face, two examples 
of someone eating something they pulled 
from their own orifice and two MC Hammer 
jokes within the span of a few minutes. For 
the record, my limit for those jokes is zero. 

Kurt (Rock) delights when his wife (Maya 
Rudolph) forgets their anniversary because 
it gives him a “get out of jail free” card. Eric 
(James, mugging for his life) insists the busy 
wife (Maria Bello) raising their kids shape up 
and do better for her oblivious momma’s boy 
husband. Marcus (Spade) defends himself 
from the teenage son he never knew existed 
instead of making any effort to understand 
him.

The same 
can’t be said for Steve Buscemi dressing as 
Llavor Llav Man, that’s a sad image. 

Comedy is personal; everyone has his or 
her own definition of funny. (At one point, 
Lenny said “dummy” and someone in the au- 
dience giggled and said, “Dummy Huh-huh- 
huh.”) But Sandler deserves a new definition 
for his name after all these years of toxic 
carelessness toward the people in the seats: 

Sandler, noun. A person so indifferent 
toward your moviegoing experience that he 
seems to go out of his selfish way to decrease 
your enjoyment. During a movie, this may 
include answering a phone, texting, chatting 
with the person next to him or, in extreme 
cases, pouring hot butter down your shirt.

He’s not alone in the 
blame for poison like “Grown Ups 2,” but it’s 
no secret that everyone’s hanging onto his 
coattails and kicking up their feet as these 
popular comedies continue to treat terrible 
people as the coolest guys in the world. Re- 
ally Really No.

Chinatown champion 
Tony Hu brings 
authentic Chinese 
fare to River North

Heating up 


The mission for Lao 18, the new restau 
rant from Chicago’s 
regional Chinese cook- 
ing master, chef Tony 
Hu, is simple: “I want 
to bring Chinatown 
downtown.” 

And with Lao 18, 

Hu’s nth restaurant, 
that’s exactly what he’s 
doing. River North’s Hubbard Street cor- 
ridor is known for many things: free-flowing 
cocktails, drunken walks in perilously high 
heels and tipsy bachelorette parties singing 
rousing piano bar choruses of “Livin’ on a 
Prayer.” And, although I hear El Hefe Super 
Macho Taqueria, across the street from Lao 
18, makes a killer elote dip, Hubbard has 
never been a destination for those in search 
of Chicago’s very best authentic eats. By 
offering a distillation of the best offerings 
of Hu’s other Chinese restaurants, including 
the chili- spiked fare of Lao Sze Chuan, the 
excellent dim sum of Lao Beijing, and more 
stylized interior at Lao Ma La, Lao 18 bucks 
that trend. While his Chinatown locations 
mostly attract hardcore foodies and Chinese 
folks, the mix at Lao 18 attracts an interest- 
ing assortment of moneyed, older Gold 
Coasters, dudes getting their pre-club grub 
on, gourmands in the know and Mag Mile 
tourists. 

Chicken crack is not whack 

They say weed is the gateway drug to bigger 
and badder things. Lao 18 is the restaurant 
version of that. It starts newbies out slowly

offering familiar dishes such as crab rangoon 
($5) (which actually isn’t Chinese, but Ameri- 
can, popularized by tiki bar Trader Vic’s) 
and sesame chicken ($14) and transitions 
diners in to more adventurous, signature 
offerings such as Tony’s Three Chili Chicken 
($15). In foodie circles, Tony’s chicken has a 
street name: chicken crack. On this particu- 
lar block of Hubbard, the goods are very 
addictive. Bits of juicy luscious wok-fried 
chicken are coated in a crust so cracklin’ that 
it doesn’t wilt under a sauce of lip-tingling 
jalapenos, dry red chilis, sweet rosemary-per- 
fumed simple syrup and a drizzle of sesame 
oil. My friend and I attacked this plate, joust- 
ing each other with our chopsticks for every 
last morsel. Before we left, my friend ordered 
a second take-out helping of “chicken crack” 


to eat for breakfast the next day 

The exotic meats 
are offal-ly good 

If you scoff at the chili spice in Tony’s 
chicken, don’t worry Hu has come to play 
He pulls very few punches at Lao 18, saying, 
“Many of my customers know my food in 
Chinatown and have certain expectations. 

I want to honor that.” Those expectations 
that Hu speaks of are aggressively spiced 
regional Chinese dishes that often include 
cuts of meat (tendon for example) or exotic 
vegetables (funky mountain mushrooms 
from China’s Yunnan province) that many 
Westerners don’t regularly eat. Hu honors 
this in spades with Szechuan beef and tripe, 
tender skeins of beef shank (the same cut 


used in osso bucco) and thin strips of bible 
tripe ($8), aka cow’s stomach, tossed in a fiery 
pepper oil featuring the licorice tones of star 
anise. If the chicken is lip-tingling, the tripe 
is tongue-searing. After a few bites, sweat 
likely will bead on your forehead and your 
body will hum with an oddly soothing chili 
buzz known as a capsaicin high. 

Ready for this jelly? 

Then again, with Anthony Bourdain and 
Andrew Zimmern (of “Bizarre Foods”) 
preaching the gospel of organ consumption, 
even tripe-eating is a bit pedestrian. I bet you 
haven’t had Shanghai jellyfish ($11). Don’t 
worry, no one’s gonna have to pee on you 
after you eat it. The stinging tentacles are 
removed, and it’s the dome-like body known

as the “bell” that’s sliced into thin strips, 
then boiled, chilled and tossed with scal- 
lion batons and wisps of carrot. The jellyfish 
strips offer a chewy cellophane noodle-like 
contrast to the crunchy scallion and carrot. If 
the thought of eating stinging sea creatures 
makes you cringe, stick with the plump, 
briny curls of salt and pepper shrimp ($16) 
tossed with a confetti-dice of jalapeno and 
red pepper and showered with Chinese five- 
spice powder. The dish wafts a heady mix of 
cinnamon and clove. 

Service is mostly just a smile 

With the choice to order the salt and pepper 
shrimp with the shells on or off, I went with 
on; I love the salty potato chip-like fried 
shell. Unfortunately, they arrived at the table 


shell-off While our server was friendly, when 
I asked her why they serve Japanese sake at 
a Chinese restaurant, she grimaced, paused 
for a long time and then finally said, “I think 
they serve it in China too.” (Hu later clarified 
that while sake is Japanese, it’s one of the few 
alcohols that pairs well with Asian flavors. 
The Dewazakura Oka ($12) has nice cherry, 
pear and flower notes.) My server also had 
a tough time telling us which dishes were 
exclusive to Lao 18 and which were served at 
Hu’s other restaurants — and also didn’t know 
many of the ingredients in the dishes. The 
manager did alleviate some of this knowledge 
gap by visiting tables throughout the night. 

What’s with the birdcages? 

I was too busy beholding the room to care 


too much about the service glitches anyway 
The build-out at Lao 18, including a pair of 
huge blue and white porcelain rice bowls sus- 
pended from the ceiling sprouting black sup- 
port beams that look like chopsticks, is one 
of the most intricate in the Lao empire. The 
swirling orange mural behind the bar depict- 
ing mountains and clouds isn’t just a pretty 
picture. “White clouds represent peaceful- 
ness and good luck,” Hu said. “We want Lao 
18 to feel like a spot of peace.” The birdcages 
hanging over the banquettes aren’t just cool, 
funky light fixtures, but they too have a 
symbolic meeting. “In China, there is a saying 
that money is nothing, that [real] wealth is 
having the time to enjoy the money People 
here [in America] care about dogs and cats. In 
China, we love birds,” Hu said. “Caring for a 


bird takes time. If you have the time to tend 
to a bird, you are wealthy The birdcages at 
Lao 18 represent leisure time and the idea of 
eating at home with family and friends.” 

The bottom line 

If you can only dine at one of Tony Hu’s Lao 
restaurants or you’re just trying to decide 
where to begin, Lao 18, which showcases 
the very best dishes (and some of the most 
authentic) from his empire in a very glamor- 
ous setting, is the place to start.

New kids on the tour

On the first night of My Morning Jacket’s 
tour opening for Bob Dylan and Wilco in late 
June, the headlining rock legend wasn’t ex- 
actly hanging out in the parking lot, toasting 
s’mores with the roadies. 

“You don’t see Bob. You don’t talk to him. 
You don’t interact with him. You see him 
on stage. He just high-tails it onto the bus,” 
says Jim James, frontman for the 15-year-old 
Louisville, Ky, band, which opened for Dylan 
during a few shows in 2007. “Maybe that’ll 
change. I don’t care either way” 

By phone from a tour stop in Tampa, Fla., 
the soft-spoken James positions himself, 
frontman-style-wise, somewhere between 
Bruce Springsteen and Dylan. 

“A lot of this is outgoing personalities. I 
struggle in that myself. I’m not as outgoing as 
Bruce, but I’m not as shut-in as Bob,” he says. 
Like Dylan and Springsteen, My Morning 
Jacket has developed a reputation over the 
years for meticulously layering its rock ’n’ roll 
sound on records, then jacking it up to full

dramatic energy on stage. 

My Morning Jacket formed as a rickety- 
sounding band whose slow-paced harmonies 
recalled the otherworldly quality of The 
Band and Dusty Springfield’s “Dusty in 
Memphis.” As it grew in popularity, catching 
on at first in the Netherlands of all places, the 
band expanded its spacey sound to the point 
that 2005’s “Z” is full of soaring electronic 
effects and complex keyboard arrangements. 

Like Michael Jackson and the Beach Boys’ 
Brian Wilson, James hears entire musical pas- 
sages in his head, then translates his vision to 
the rest of the band. 

“Ill just usually sing things to people until 
they get going what I want to hear,” he says. “I 
don’t know how to write music in a traditional 
sense. The guys are open to anything, really”

Concert tickets scarce, 
expensive this summer 


CNN 

If you’re mad for One Direction, get ready to 
lay out some serious cash. The boy band tops 
the list of most expensive concert tickets, 
with the average ticket costing $674.23. 

According to Jesse Lawrence, 
founder and chief executive of- 
ficer of the ticket search en- 
gine TiqlQ, there are a few 
reasons for the super-sized 
prices. 

Acts such as the Rolling 
Stones price their tickets 
high in the primary market 
(companies such as Ticket- 
Master, Live Nation and your 
venue’s box office) so that the sec- 
ondary ticket market (those brokers/com- 
panies that resell those tickets) can’t make as 
much money off of their show 

So while an upper level ticket for One Di- 
rection may originally have been as inexpen- 
sive as $29.50 from a primary seller, those 


prices rise much higher when they are scarce 
and being sold in a secondary market. Law- 
rence said the Rolling Stones strategy of pric- 
ing their primary tickets high can backfire, 
as the group recently discovered when they 
found themselves unable to sell some 
tickets. 

There also is the matter of 
the scarcity of tickets. Many 
fans have experienced the ut- 
ter frustration of waiting for 
tickets to go on sale at 11 a.m. 
only to have a site register 
that there are no more tickets 
available just minutes later. 

If you are lucky enough to 
score one, it’s going to cost you. 

The Brits are the hottest tickets this 
summer with the Rolling Stones clocking in 
just behind their countrymen, One Direction, 
with the average ticket price being $637.50. 
Super-diva Beyonce came in third place, com- 
manding an average of $358.97.
